numbers of y oung people want to learn French and Spanish; but these 


la ng uag es are little more than dialects of Latin, and are learned far more 


easily and accurately if one has first g a ined a modera te knowledg e of the 


mother tong ue. 
Latin likewise g iv es easy a ccess to Italian and Portug uese. 


It has the same v alue it has alway s had as a help in the correct spea k­ 


ing and writing of the Eng lish lang ua g e, which is nea rly two-thirds deriv ed 


from Latin. 
It is said by ex perts to g iv e a much better insig ht into the 


fundamenta ls of g rammar than German does. 
It ha** a hig h commercial 


v alue, because so much commercial phraseolog y in nearly all European 


lang ua g es is Latin. 
It g iv es a far better initiation into scientific studies 


than German does, because the big majority of technical terms in all scienc­ 


es are Latin. 


Greek attracts ag ain, despite its comparativ e difficulty . 
Men alwa y s 


seem to come back to Athens in connection with g reat mov ements of the 


huma n spirit. 
The renaissance which came after the dark a g es was based 


on Greek literature and learning . 
After this war, w'hen a s we sometimes 


fancy all thing s will be made new, it will be natural enoug h, educa tors say , 


to draw inspiration once more from old Greek life and thoug ht, with its 


eterna l freshness and its Incomparably g reater beauty , truth and humanity 


than we find in German kultur.

GREAT LAKES SENDS HALF OF 
REC RUITS TO UNITED 
STATES NAVY 


Great Lakes, 111., J uly 24. — The 
central recruiting district, compris­ 
ing the middle western and southern 
states, is furnishing half of The re­ 
serv e men for the entire nav y , ac­ 
cording to Lieutenant-Commander R. 
S. Cülp, U. S. N.. recruiting inspec­ 
tor for this district.

More men were enrolled in the 
Ninth. Tenth and Elev enth districts, 
which includes this territory , during 
the month of J une than during the 
entire y ear following the declaration 
of war. 
In the eig ht weeks from May 15 to 
J uly 16 Chicag o leads in the enroll­ 
ment with 6 ,5 8 0 men while Great 
Lakes comes second with a record 
of 4.340.

many whom he ought not to “ see,” 
hut he likes people and likes to min­ 
gle with them. 
You can frequently see Viet' Pres­ 
ident Marshall ea ting lunch nt 
the 
Union Station cafe before taking 
a 
train. He abhors style, is 
a modest 
dresser, and many times in a week 
you can see him and his close com­ 
panion. Mrs. Marshall, strolling down 
P street in Wa shington, frequently 
stopping to look at the display win­ 
dows. He loves to stroll about Wa sh­ 
ington In the evening. Many people 
in Washington, 
however, 
do 
not 
know the vice president when they 
see him pass or when they pass him 
:on the street. 
At the time of the big Red Cross 
parade, in which 10,000 women par­ 
ticipated, President and Mrs. Wilson 
were in New York, and Vice Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Marshall reviewed the 
parade, standing In an auto in front 
o? the White Hou^e gates.

vice president’s chair lor a few sec 
onds.” “ Tha t’s all rignt, my friend. 
Sit there just as long as you like l’or 
when I get ready io use the chair I 
will tell you.” The stra nger thought 
of course, that the man who spoke 
was a tourist like himself, and said 
“ When I get through I will give it 
up to you.” “ Well ,you need not hur 
ry at all, for it is a common matter 
for me to occupy that ( hair for I hap 
pen to be vice president, and many 
times 1 would much rather be some 
whero els» * than sitting in that chair, 
especially this ex tremely hot day, so 
sit there just as long as you wish.”

Street illumination automa ­ 
tica lly lighted, maintained by or for 
any such city, villa ge or town, in the 
streets, parks or other public places 
thereof, shall not he lighted before 
sunset and shall ho turned out not 
later than sunrise;

Street illumination lighted by 
hand in any such city, villa ge or 
town shall conform as nearly as may 
be to the requirements hereinabove 
prescribed for automa tic lights; 
(c) 
The a mount of public light 
ing in any city, villa ge or town shall 
be only so much as may be necessary 
for safety, and the use of lights com­ 
monly known as cluster lights for! 
! purposes of display or decoration) 
.shall he reduced to such portion on­ 
ly of the cluster as is necessary for 
safety.

Ohio followed 
with 8 3 men and women, and Iowa 
took third place with 73 recruits. In­ 
diana and Kentucky tied for fourth 
place, with 69 recruits from each 
state.
